SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  South  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen : 

A progress  report  of  activities  at  the  South  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  is  hereby  submitted  for  the  period 
of  July  1,  19G4,  to  June  30,  1905. 

As  we  begin  the  school  year  1905-19G()  plans  are  being  discussed 
by  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  the  supervising  teachers,  tlie 
business  manager,  the  superintendent  and  others  to  improve 
many  areas  of  the  school  so  as  to  prepare  our  graduates  for  the 
rapidly  changing  times  in  which  we  live.  Plans  to  be  completed 
and  i)resented  to  the  Board  for  approval  during  the  year: 

1.  To  upgrade  the  educational  work  of  both  the  School  for  the 
Blind  and  the  School  for  the  Deaf  including  the  addition  of  the 
eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  in  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the 
eventual  accreditation  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  with  State 
High  School  diplomas. 

2.  To  work  toward  a greatly  improved  vocational  program  for 
l)oth  the  deaf  and  the  blind  with  Vocational  Rehabilitation  and 
the  State  Division  for  the  Blind.  One  of  the  first  steps  which 
should  be  taken  is  to  provide  a vocational  placement  man  who 
can  communicate  with  the  deaf  to  work  with  our  graduates  and 
the  adult  deaf  of  the  State. 

3.  To  improve  the  student  service  division.  The  dean  of  stu- 
dents included  in  the  budget  for  the  present  year  will  provide 
organized  and  meaningful  activities  during  out  of  school  hours 
but  we  need  to  improve  our  house  parent  staff  and  to  offer  better 
training  and  salaries. 

Most  of  these  improvements  will  take  increased  appropriations. 
Where  we  can  secure  funds  from  the  Federal  Government  or 
others  this  will  be  done.  A study  at  present  is  being  made  b}^ 
Mr.  Robert  Alexander  of  Governor  McNair's  office  and  the  As- 
sistant Superintendent  of  federal  funds  which  may  be  available 
to  the  school.  These  improvements  are  planned  over  a period  of 
several  years.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  General  Assembl}^ 
will  make  sufficient  funds  available  to  meet  these  needs. 

There  is  a need  in  our  judgment  for  a national  or  area  voca- 
tional schools  financed  by  the  Federal  Government  for  both  the 
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deaf  and  the  hlind.  To  point  uj)  this  matter  I ineliide  in  my 
report  a ivsolution  passed  1)V  tlie  ('onferenee  of  Executives  of 
the  American  Schools  for  the  Deaf  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  there  is  an  immediate  and  imperative  need  for 
technical  and  vocational  trainin<r  to  enahle  the  deaf  youth 
of  this  country  to  meet  the  challenge  of  our  i-aj)idly  advanc- 
ing- technoloiry  which  is  greatly  accentuating  the  demand  for 
specialized  training;  and. 

Wheri'as.  the  deaf  have  the  ability  to  master  technical  and 
vocational  skills  to  a hi^h  decree,  and, 

Whei-(>as.  the  full  utilization  of  such  abilities  and  skills  is 
in  the  best  int(>rest  of  the  entii’e  nation  as  well  as  of  deaf 
pt'rsons  themselves,  and. 

Whereas,  then*  arc*  f\‘w  special  technical  training  facilities 
for  the  (half,  and  the  rorational  train'nuj  tr/iic/i  most  sc/tool,s 
for  the  deaf  are  able  to  provide  is  rastly  iiiade(juate  and  the 
schools  cannot  meet  this  vital  need  of  the  deaf, 

'I'lierefoi’e.  he  it  irsolved  that  the  Conference  of  Executives 
of  American  Schools  for  the  Deaf  meeting  in  Riverside. 
Califoi-nia.  on  April  1(5,  19(54,  does,  by  vote,  urgently  re(piest 
the  Con<rress  of  the  Enited  States  to  make  provision  for  the 
establishment  of  technical  and  vocational  facilities  for  the 
deaf  as  may  he  deemed  necessry  to  prepare  deaf  youth  to 
utilize  fully  their  abilities  and  skills  in  the  increasin<rly  com- 
plex woi’ld  to  mak('  their  rightful  contribution  to  the  nation.*’ 

An  appropriation  for  the  technical  training  facilities  refei-red 
to  in  this  resolution  was  ])assed  by  the  present  Congress.  'I'liis 
school  will  he  locat(*d  in  one  of  the  lar<rer  universities  in  the 
I'nited  States. 

d'he  school  opened  Septemlx'r  1.  19(54,  with  a capacity  enroll- 
numt  of  40S  students  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  there 
was  a lar^(*  <;roup  of  (half  and  hlind  children  on  the  waitin';  list. 
d'h(‘  19(54  (renei'al  Assembly  provided  $917,000. 00  for  an  expan- 
sion program  to  take  caiv  of  these  children,  d'hese  buildings 
should  he  completed  in  December,  19(55.  All  children  who  have 
applied  for  adnii.ssion  will  he  admitted  on  August  30  even  thoufrh 
many  areas  of  the  .school  will  he  badly  overcrowded. 

In  October  Mr.  X.  E.  M'alker,  the  Assi.stant  Superintendent, 
attended  the  .VAIB  Administrators  AVorkshop  held  in  Louisville, 
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Mr.  Perry  Teaster,  Dean  of  Students  and  Athletic  Director 


Kentucky.  One  very  interesting  clenionstration  was  held  with 
the  IBM  709  Computer  in  translating  English  ink  print  into 
Braille.  Among  the  very  important  and  timely  subjects  discussed 
were,  “Need  of  the  Modern  Blind  for  More  Interpretative  8erv- 
i(.*es,”  “Instructional  Programs  for  Multiple  Handicapped  Blind 
Children,”  and  “Implications  for  Teacher  Training  Due  to  Mul- 
tiple Handicapped  Blind  Children.” 

The  Aphasic  Program  began  its  third  year  bust  fall.  Again 
the  program  had  ten  children,  tlie  maximum  number  it  can 
accommodate.  The  children  have  made  a great  deal  of  progress 
in  the  time  they  have  been  at  Cedar  Spring.  IMany  of  these  chil- 
dren came  to  the  .school  having  no  speech  a. id  at  this  time  most 
of  them  are  able  to  use  speech  to  communicate.  A number  of 
additional  children  living  in  South  Carolina  have  applied  for 
admission  to  the  Aphasic  School.  In  order  to  meet  this  need  the 
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{>ast  General  Assembly  appropriated  $90,000.00  for  a second 
Aphasic  Unit. 

Charlie  McKinney,  a Gallandet  College  senior  from  Liberty, 
South  Carolina,  and  a graduate  of  the  South  Carolina  School  for 
the  Deaf  was  one  of  four  members  of  the  Gallandet  senior  class 
to  be  selected  for  AVho's  Who  in  American  Colleges  and  I'niver- 
sities.  Mr.  McKinney  was  editor-in-chief  of  the  1905  Tower  Clock 
and  has  been  president  of  his  class  and  secretary  of  the  Student 
Body  Government,  lie  was  a member  of  the  Gallandet  Kappa 
Gamma  Fraternity  and  the  varsity  basketball  team.  Mr.  McKin- 
ney's undergraduate  work  was  of  such  calibre  that  he  was  one 
of  a small  number  accepted  into  the  graduate  school  for  the  fall 
of  1905.  The  program  he  enters  is  a two  year  one  leading  to  the 
master's  degree  with  all  costs  underwritten  by  the  federal  pro- 
gram designed  to  train  more  teachers  for  the  deaf. 

Meetings  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Organization  were  held  on 
November  25  and  March  20.  At  the  first  meeting  about  175  par- 
ents visited  the  campus  for  the  Parent  Teacher  Organization 
which  featured  Open  House  at  the  school.  All  areas  of  the  school 
were  visited  and  there  was  a Thank.sgiving  program  in  the 
Thackston  Hall  Fun  Koom.  Mrs.  Turner's  and  Mrs.  Stone’s 
Homemaking  classes  prepared  and  served  coffee  and  cookies  to 
the  parents.  New  officers  w’ere  elected  and  by  laws  w^ere  read 
and  approved.  The  March  20  meeting  w'as  also  well  attended  and 
was  j)receded  by  an  Open  House  for  the  parents.  This  meeting 
featured  a talk  by  Mr.  M.  ^I.  Burley,  Jr.,  \'ocational  Supervisor, 
on  the  Vocational  Department. 

Cecil's,  Inc.  began  construction  on  two  major  additions  at  the 
South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  on  March, 
1905.  Cecil's  bid  of  $090,250.00  wuis  accepted  for  the  })roject  which 
will  enal)le  the  school  to  increase  its  ca])acity  by  an  additional 
101  students.  This  con.struction  will  provide  a new  primary  unit 
w’hich  will  include  classrooms  and  dormitory  facilities  for  01 
additional  .students  in  an  area  north  of  the  athletic  field  and  a 
second  addition  adjacent  to  Ballard  Hall  will  provide  similar 
facilities  for  10  .students.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  Educational  Departments  performed  their  usual  fine  work 
during  the  past  school  year.  Many  and  varied  activities  took 
place  as  is  borne  out  in  each  department’s  report.  All  personnel 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  effort  and  their  fine  work  with 
each  and  every  deaf  and  blind  child  at  Cedar  Spring. 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  any  of  the  departments.  The 
educational  policies  and  curriculum  were  similar  to  what  they 
have  been  for  a number  of  years.  There,  of  course,  were  refine- 
ments and  improvements  which  enabled  the  teachers  to  better 
educate  the  children. 

The  total  average  enrollment  during  the  1964-65  session  was 
407.  This  was  broken  down  into  259  deaf,  138  blind,  and  10 
aphasic  children.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  407  students 
here  last  year,  247  were  boys  and  160  were  girls.  We  have  no 
explanation  for  this  trend  which  started  several  years  ago  and 
seems  to  be  continuing. 

Also,  the  trend  of  a larger  percentage  of  our  student  body 
being  composed  of  multiple  handicapped  children  seems  to  be 
continuing.  This  leads  to  a greater  burden  upon  all  personnel  in 
each  department.  It  becomes  extremely  difficult  to  cope  daily 
with  this  type  of  student,  especially  under  conditions  which  are

not  suitable  for  him.  'I'lie  disruption  which  the  luultiph'  handi- 
capped child  caused  in  the  classrooms  last  year  resulted  in  many 
hours  wasted  for  the  student  who  was  capable  of  assimilatin<r 
more  information.  This  disi’iiption  also  over  the  years  has  alrt'ady 
and  will  continue  to  have  its  effect  in  reducing  the  educational 
levid  of  onr  jrradiiates.  This  di.'^tri's.^es  me  as  1 ohsm’ve  it  in  all 
of  our  educational  departments. 

It  was  my  privile<;e  and  pleasure  to  atttmd  the  42nd  Hiennial 
.Meetin<r  of  the  (’onvention  of  American  Instructors  of  the  Deaf 
held  in  Flint.  Michigan  on  .lune  21-25,  11)()5.  'I'he  (Conference  of 
F.xecutives  of  American  Schools  for  the  D(‘af  also  met  ])rior  to 
the  (Convention.  Oiu'-half  day  of  this  lattei-  nu*etin<r  was  taken 
over  by  i-eports  fi-oin  difhu-ent  de))artments  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment in  Washiiifiton.  They  e.xplaiiual  the  various  programs 
now  being  sponsored  by  the  (lovernment  which  would  directly 
<.r  indirectly  affect  the  education  and  welfare  of  the  deaf.  It 
should  he  noted  hei-e  that  beginning  .Inly  1,  10(55.  almost  all  of 
the  federal  j)rograms  include  the  visually  handicapped  as  well  as 
the  deaf.  'I'here  is  much  Federal  money  available  to  our  .school. 
'I'he  programs  i-ange  fi-om  training  of  t(>achers  to  help  for  the 
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needy  iiulividua].  The  C’oiiventioii  itself  }n-ovi(led  many  outstand- 
ino-  speakers  in  the  area  of  general  education  as  well  as  the  area 
of  sjiecial  education.  Workshops  on  individual  topics  pi-ovided 
more  detailed  information  on  the  education  of  the  deaf,  d'he 
toj)ics  di.scu.ssed  made  me  realize  that  we  all  have  common  ])roh- 
lems  which  need  to  l>e  solved.  Many  schools  are  groping  for 
answers  to  the  same  prol)lems  which  we  face  at  Cedar  Spring. 

It  is  hoped  that  necessary  changes  can  he  made  in  the  educa- 
tional (lej)artment  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  try  and  solve 
some  of  these  problems  and  better  prepare  our  gi-aduates  for  the 
world  in  which  they  will  find  themselves.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISIXG  TEACHER 


Department  for  the  Blind 

The  following  report  of  the  academic  program  in  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  Blind  is  submitted  for  the  year  ended  INIay  28,  1965. 

In  our  plans  to  expand  and  improve  our  educational  service  to 
visually  handicapped  students  the  major  objective  has  been  the 
o])timum  development  of  each  student  to  his  maximum  ability  in 
.scholarship,  leadership,  and  social  adjustment.  In  addition  to 
classroom  work,  each  student  was  given  an  opportunity  and  en- 
couraged to  participate  in  social  clubs  and  social  activities,  field 
trips,  as.seml)ly  programs  and  Sunday  School.  Beginning  with 
the  Preparatory  Class  and  continuing  through  grade  tw'elve, 
each  class  presented  an  assembly  program  relative  to  units  of 
classroom  work.  In  addition,  the  students  ]u-esented  a number  of 


Miss  Bridges  instructing  visually  handicapped  students  in  taking  achievement  tests. 
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rltMuonstrations  and  eiitertaininonts  to  civic  and  religions  organi- 
zations in  nearby  areas. 

d'he  Ili-Y  and  Tri-IIi-Y  Chibs  were  active  and  carried  on 
interesting;  programs  tlirou^rhont  the  year.  The  initial  stage  of 
(heir  project  to  decorate  the  stairwell  in  AValker  Hall  with  jier- 
nianent  greens  at  Christmastime  received  the  applause  of  the 
entire  student  body,  both  deaf  and  blind. 

During  the  year  there  were  14G  pupils  enrolled  and  in  attend- 
ance for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  term.  The  students  were 
di.stributed  in  classes  as  follows:

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With  an  academic  staff  of  14  teachers,  the  average  pupil  load 
per  teacher  was  10.4. 

The  scholastic  records  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  show  90 
promotions,  11  conditioned  promotions,  and  35  who  have  not 
mastered  the  subject  matter  of  their  respective  grade  levels. 

There  were  10  “drop-outs”  during  the  school  year:  four  for 
medical  reasons;  four  for  reasons  of  employment;  two  for  reasons 
of  homesickness  and  overprotective  parents. 

The  ever-increasing  number  of  multiple-handicapped  children 
in  our  school  population  continues  to  be  our  greatest  challenge 
and  accounts  for  the  high  percentage  of  “grade  failures.”  Gen- 
erally speaking,  the  academic  achievement  of  the  majority  of  our 
multiple-handicapped  students  is  not  commensurate  with  chron- 
ological age  or  number  of  years  in  school. 

On  behalf  of  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  and  personally,  I 
should  like  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation  to  the  administra- 
tion and  to  our  small  but  excellent  staff.  With  all  our  joint 
efforts,  a job  has  been,  and  is  being,  well  done.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  TEACHER 
Department  for  the  Deaf 

This  year  in  the  academic  department  29  teachers  worked  hard 
to  try  and  give  our  256  students  fundamentals  on  which  they 
could  build  a sound  education.  Each  teacher  knew  her  subject 
matter  and  motivated  her  work  but  practically  everyone  had 
hard  days  as  many  of  our  students  had  handicaps  other  than 
deafness.  Many  of  them  just  couldn’t  adjust  to  being  one  of  a 
large  group.  Mr.  Walker  was  most  kind  by  allowing  Mrs.  Hyatt 
and  me  to  take  upset  students  out  of  classes  when  they  were  dis- 
rupting elements.  Pie  tried  to  help  us  help  them  adjust  to  class- 
room situations.  We  all  feel  there  is  great  need  of  research  on 
how  to  handle  the  multiple  handicapped  child. 

This  3^ear  our  integrated  grammar  reading  program  that  we 
started  last  year  boomed.  Daily,  students  brought  me  many  ideas 
for  stories  which  I wrote  on  three  levels.  I wove  manners,  morals, 
good  health  habits,  and  safety  rules  into  these  stories.  The  chil- 
dren waited  for  these  dittoed  stories  as  eagerly  as  we  wait  for 
our  home  town  newspaper.

On  e.ifli  story  we  tested  grammar.  l>y  havin<r  students  write  a 
key  word  over  each  parenthesis;  readin*;,  by  havin*;  students 
write  or  check  answers  to  questions  and  havin<r  each  student  tell 
the  story  with  drawings.  Our  ai't  teacher  became  interested  in 
our  program  and  each  art  lesson  was  used  to  help  the  students 
juit  action  in  their  drawings.  'I'he  best  drawings  were  dis])layed 
in  the  hall  and  practically  all  visitors  stopped  and  looked  at  them 
in  amazement.  The  final  proof  that  our  integrated  «rramniai’- 
readin<r  program  was  a success  came  when  a dull  Prej)aratoi'y  III 
student  ^ot  a piece  of  j)aj)cr  when  he  was  waiting  for  a speech 
lesson  one  day  and  wrote  this  story:  Put  a Key  word  over  each 
( ):( Yesterday)  (1)  (went)  (to  the  Gallman's  ai>artnient ) . (1) 
(knock(‘d)  (on  tlu'  door) . ( Mrs.  ( iallman)  (opened)  (the  door). 
( I ) (said),  ("May  I ^et  the  baseballs,  hats,  gloves  and  bases P') 

(Mrs.  Gallman)  (‘rave)  (me)  (her  keys).  (I)  (unlocked) 
(a  closet).  (I)  (^ot)  (the  baseballs,  bats,  gloves  and  bases).  (I) 
(took)  (them)  (to  a field) .( Pretty  .soon)  ( the  big  hoys)  (came). 
('I'hey)  (played)  (baseball).  (T)  (watched)  (them).  (I)  (had) 
(a  good  time). 

Believe  me,  there  were  tears  in  the  eyes  of  this  child’s  teacher 
when  sh(>  hi-ought  me  the  paper. 

'Phis  year,  my  beginning  teachers  and  T tried  to  increa.se  the 
rate  of  adding  new  words  to  the  children's  vocabularies.  AVe  hit

on  the  idea  of  starting  all  units,  instead  of  just  one,  in  September 
and  added  speech  reading  of  words  written  phonetically  to  our 
curriculum.  It  is  too  early  to  promise  much  better  speech  reading 
and  speech  because  of  these  added  touches,  but  Ave  saAV  progress 
this  year  and  A\’'e  are  hopeful  that  \A"e  hav^e  discoA'ered  something 
that  AAull  prove  valuable  to  us. 

This  year  Ave  used  Captioned  Filmstrips  put  out  by  Weekly 
Reader  No.  II  and  audio-Ansual  films  put  out  by  the  National 
Government.  They  Avere  Avonderful  and  lead  us  to  believe  that 
audio-Adsual  education  can  vastly  broaden  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  deaf  people.  Four  of  us  attended  an  audio-Ausual 
Avorksho])  in  Georgia  during  spring  vacation.  We  saw  overhead 
projectors  demonstrated.  They  would  be  wonderful  aids  in  get- 
ting material  across  to  deaf  children. 

d'his  summer  Ave  are  having  summer  school  to  prepare  our  neAV 
teachers  for  the  coming  year.  I hope  that  Ave  can  instill  in  them 
this  idea,  “What  we  get  makes  a living,  what  we  give  makes  a 
life!”

APHASIC  SCHOOL 

J'he  Aphasic  Program  began  its  third  year  Avith  nine  of  ten 
children  returning.  One  new  student  Avas  enrolled  making  up  the 
ten  that  our  facilities  Avill  accommodate.  There  are  four  girls 
and  six  boys  in  the  program. 

Language  deA’elopment  continues  to  be  the  major  goal  of  the 
j>rogram.  Most  of  the  children  liaA^e  shown  great  improA^ement  in 
this  area.  Many  of  them  are  now  using  sentences.  Speech  has 
become  their  faAmred  means  of  communication  with  gestures  be- 
coming less  important.  Much  more  language  work  is  necessary 
but  most  of  the  children  are  doing  very  Avell. 

The  children  attend  class  for  tAvo  and  one  half  hours  each  day. 
In  addition  to  this  each  child  has  one  half  hour  of  individual 
work.  This  schedule  is  flexible  so  that  additional  group  Avork 
can  be  added  Avhen  necessary.

Converse  Collep*  ofbu's  a two-year  ])i-o^ram  to  prepai-e  teachers 
of  the  deaf.  This  course,  now  under  the  Department  of  Psychol- 
ojry  at  (’onverse  College,  carries  2()  hours  of  college  credit.  The 
profrcam  is  endoi’sed  by  the  (\uiference  of  p]xecutives  of  Ameri- 
can Schools  for  the  Deaf.  Tnc.,  and  therefore.  <rraduates  are  eli- 
gible for  certification  as  teachers  of  the  deaf. 

The  teacher  education  program,  instituted  in  1949,  as  a means 
of  .supplying  teaclnu’s  for  the  South  Carolina  School,  has  since

1953  served  to  train  teachers  not  only  for  the  local  school,  but 
also  for  schools  for  the  deaf  throughout  the  country.  In  view 
of  the  continuing  shortage  of  teachers  the  South  Carolina  School 
has  made  a small  but  significant  contribution  to  the  profession. 
Re})orts  from  other  schools  indicate  that  our  graduates  have 
established  fine  reputations  as  teachers  and  have  been  a real 
credit  to  our  training  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEARING  CONSFETANT 


riie  routine  functions  of  this  de])artnient  have  been  carried  on 
as  outlined  in  previous  years.  The  following;  report  jiri'sents  a 
summary  of  the  work  completed  in  each  area. 

1.  Evaluation  of  Speech  and  Hearing  Crises  Referred  by  Schools, 
(’linics  and  Other  Agencies 

'riiere  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  re- 
f(‘i‘red  to  the  school  this  year,  d'he  hearing  consultant  has  exani- 
im'd  22  children  and  9 adults,  a total  of  cases  as  compared  with 
a total  of  20  last  year.  A written  rejiort  on  each  of  the  children 
examined  has  b(‘en  submitted  to  tlu*  office.  An  increasing  number 
of  cases  riTiu-red  to  the  school  give  evidence  of  multiple  handi- 
caps, j)articularly  hearing  loss  combined  with  some  form  of 
aphasia.  J Ik*  increase  in  the  number  of  childrim  referred  to  the 
school  and  the  growing  mimbei’  of  multijile  handicajiped  cases 
indicate*  the  ne(*d  for  (“xpansion  of  the  school’s  staff  and  facilities. 

2.  .Vudiometi'ic  Testing 

Routine  hearing  te.sts  were  admini.stered  this  year  by  the  hear- 
ing consultant  assisted  by  members  of  the  junior  ti’aining  cla.ss. 


The  juniors  tested  the  deaf  students  in  Walker  Hall  and  also 
about  30  of  the  blind  children.  The  hearing  consultant  adminis- 
tered the  routine  ])ure  tone  tests  and  special  hearing  evaluations 
when  necessary  to  Thackston  Hall  and  Ballard  Hall  pupils.  With 
the  assistance  of  iNIiss  Blalock,  hearing  evaluations  were  made  on 
all  of  the  aphasic  children.  Next  year  we  hope  to  complete  the 
testing  of  the  blind  children. 

3.  Selection  and  Fitting  of  Hearing  Aids 

This  has  been  a very  rewarding  year,  I feel,  from  the  stand- 
point of  hearing  aid  fittings.  During  the  school  term  I worked 
with  30  pupils  to  determine  their  hearing  potential  and  the  feasi- 
bility of  fitting  them  with  hearing  aids.  Of  this  number  11  deaf 
children  and  3 aphasic  were  fitted  with  hearing  aids  here  at  the 
school.  Each  of  these  children  received  a complete  hearing  eval- 
uation plus  training  in  how  to  use  his  hearing  aid  effectively. 
In  addition  to  these  14  cases,  7 children  were  fitted  at  home  dur- 
ing the  year.  We  worked  with  all  of  these  children  to  evaluate 
their  performance  with  their  aids  and  to  help  them  use  their  aids 
properly.  This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have  fitted  any  of  the 
aphasic  children  here  at  the  school.  We  were  very  much  pleased 
with  the  results.  Four  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time 
this  year  had  already  been  fitted  at  home ; however,  only  two  of 
these  pupils  were  mature  enough  to  use  their  aids  to  advantage. 
Seventy-six  children  in  all  used  wearable  aids  during  the  past 
year.  About  80%  of  these  students  use  their  aids  consistently,  the 
others  use  them  only  occasionally. 

Two  of  the  aids  fitted  this  year  were  purchased  with  financial 
assistance  from  the  State  Department  and  three  were  provided 
for  the  students  through  financial  assistance  from  the  Pilot  Club 
of  Spartanburg.  The  parents  of  the  children  fitted  with  aids  this 
year  assumed  more  responsibility  for  the  purchase  of  the  aids 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

This  year  we  have  had  greater  success  than  ever  before  in  fit- 
ting children  with  severe  losses.  We  attribute  this  to  two  factors: 
(1)  the  improvement  in  the  design  and  performance  of  the  mod- 
ern wearable  aid,  and  (2)  the  consistent  program  of  auditory 
training  that  is  carried  on  with  the  group  aids  in  the  classrooms. 

4.  Maintenance  of  Hearing  Aids 

A periodic  check  of  the  student  owned  aids  was  made  to  deter- 
mine the  need  for  batteries,  cords,  and  repairs.  Once  again  the

REPORT  OF  THE  IhSYCHOLOGIST 

This  session  of  1964-65  completes  my  16th  year  as  consultant 
of  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  I am 
scheduled  for  one  half  day  per  week  with  a schedule  snfficientl}'^ 
flexible  to  meet  unforeseen  needs. 

Since  my  1964  report  I have  interviewed  aiul/or  tested  39  stu- 
dents and  21  a])plicants;  have  had  conferences  with  parents, 
teachers,  and  snpervi.soi‘y  staff;  have  .submitted  written  reports 
to  the  Principal  on  cases  handled;  have  aided  with  the  teacher- 
training  program  as  it  is  related  to  Converse  College;  and  have 
acted  as  consultant  to  administrative  officers  when  requested. 

Further  details  will  not  he  listed  since  the  work  follows  the 
general  pattern  of  any  school  psychologist  who  concerns  himself 
with  any  additional  ]n-oblems  which  might  arise  with  deaf  chil- 
dren and  with  blind  children  living  under  institutional  con- 
ditions.

students.  The  volumes  in  braille  were  made  possible  through  the 
gift  two  years  ago  of  a braille  duplicating  machine  from  the 
Spartanburg  Lions  Club. 

'I'he  unfortunate  and  untimely  death  of  one  of  Spartanburg’s 
outstanding  musicians.  Mrs.  Margaret  Moyer  and  her  family  in 
an  automobile  accident  last  February  resulted  in  the  giving  of 
Mrs.  .Moyer's  library  of  music,  both  vocal  and  piano,  to  the 
school  as  a memorial.  This  gift  to  the  school  bv  Mrs.  Mover’s 
mother,  Mrs.  Ralph  Wilson  of  Laurens,  S.  C.,  is  already  proving 
to  be  a valuable  asset  to  the  department  ami  will  be  even  more 
so  as  time  goes  by. 

d'he  enrollment  increase  expected  next  year  has  been  given 
considerable  thought  witli  its  accompanying  difficulties  until 
the  new  buildings  are  com])leted.  It  is  not  believed  at  this  time 
to  be  an  insurmountable  difficulty.  In  fact,  sj)eaking  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  Music  Department,  we  believe  that  it  can 
be  accomplished  with  greater  ease  and  less  effort  than  at  first 
thought  possible. 

Music  being  the  all-important  factor  in  the  life  of  the  blind 
student  was  again  pointed  out  most  significant!}'  at  Commence- 
ment this  year  when  four  of  the  five  graduating  blind  students 
had  made  a definite  contribution  to  the  department  over  the 
years  as  well  as  being  benefited  thereby.

'I'he  first  unit  of  artivity  for  the  boys'  ])liysical  education  de- 
jnirtincnt  was  tlic  touch  football  league.  All  of  the  advanced  deaf 
boys  took  part  in  this  league.  They  were  divided  into  four  teams 
as  nearly  e(pial  as  j)ossible  and  each  team  played  two  <;ames  a 
week,  d’his  has  ^rown  to  he  quite  popular  with  the  hoys,  and  it 
definitely  hel])s  to  fill  the  void  left  when  we  were  forced  by  an 
insufficient  number  of  hoys  to  curtail  our  pi-ojrram  of  inter- 
seholastic  football. 

.Vt  the  hejrinnin^  of  basketball  .season  we  had  ten  <rirls  elij^ihle 
to  play.  We  played  a twimty  ^ame  schedule  in  the  C'lass  A (’on- 
ference  with  only  one  victory,  d’his  was  against  the  Tennessee 
School  for  the  Deaf.  Althou<rh  the  win  and  loss  column  was  not 
impressive  the  <>:irls  did  show  improvement  in  the  skills  of  bas- 
ketball as  the  season  j)ro<j:i-es.sed.  AVe  had  two  ^irls  to  ('arn  sweat- 
ers and  five  to  earn  service  bars. 

'Fhe  hoys'  varsity  basketball  t(>am  enjoyeil  what  was  by  far  its 
most  successful  season  in  recent  years.  I he  team's  ovi'rall  record 
for  the  year  was  10  wins  and  13  losses.  Seven  of  the  10  wins  wen* 
conference  <rames,  which  was  ^ood  enough  to  ])ut  the  team  in 
fifth  place  in  the  Class  A Piedmont  Conference,  d’wo  other  vic- 
toi’ies  that  wei*e  very  ])lea.sant  to  the  S.  (’.  team  weiv  over  the 
N.  C'.  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  'rennes.see  School  foi*  the  Deaf. 

'I'he  team  ])layed  in  the  Mason-Dixon  'rournament  foi*  Schools 
for  the  Deaf  a^ain  this  year.  The  tournament  was  held  at  the 
d'ennessee  School  in  Knoxville.  The  S.  (\  hoys  didn't  fare  too 
well  in  tournament  ])lay;  losing  first  to  ho.st  team  Tennes.see, 
then  hein^  eliminated  by  A'ii-^inia.  One  of  oui*  l)oys.  .Ieri*y  ('ooley, 
was  selected  for  the  all  tournament  team. 

We  made  a lu'tter  showing  in  the  Conference  toui'iiament  than 
in  pi'evious  y(*ars.  S.  C’.  S.  1).  won  the  oj)enin<r  jj^ame,  hut  we  were 
eliminated  by  C’owpens  the  (‘ventual  tournament  winner,  d'wo 
of  tlu*  S.  ('.  S.  D.  hoys  made  the  All-C^onference  s(*cond  team, 
these  were  Don  Prant  and  Ronnie  Rohin.son. 

W'e  feel  that  much  |)i’o^re.ss  was  made  in  our  flunior  Varsity 
ha.skethall  ])ro^ram  which  was  started  only  two  years  a»ro.  d'he 
hoys  played  on  considerable  more  even  terms  witli  their  op- 
])onents  than  in  the  jiast.  d he  J.A".  hoys  ])layed  twelve  ^ames  this 
year  and  won  five.  Several  of  the  hoys  who  liave  ])layed  thes<‘

team  next  season  and  it  is  felt  that  their  experience  will  he  very 
helpful  to  them  and  the  team. 

South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  along  with 
two  other  member  schools  of  the  Piedmont  Conference,  Jonesville 
and  Lockhart,  are  leaving  the  class  “A”  ranks  beginning  in 
19G5-GG.  These  three  schools  are  joining  seven  other  schools  in 
upper  South  Carolina  to  form  a new  Class  “B”  Conference.  This 
change  has  been  brought  about  to  equalize  the  competition  in 
athletics.  The  schools  are  classed  according  to  enrollment  and  the 
three  schools  named  above  have  been  playing  in  a conference 
with  much  larger  schools.  We  feel  that  this  is  another  major  stej) 
in  advancing  athletics  here  at  S.  C.  S.  D.  and  B.  The  new  con- 
ference of  which  we  will  be  a member  is  called  the  Class  “B'’ 
North  western  Conference. 

All  of  the  intermediate  and  advanced  girls  and  boys  in  the 
blind  department  were  given  the  fitness  test  again  this  year.  The 
test  used  was  that  recommended  by  the  President's  Council  on 
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youth  fitness.  This  is  the  fourth  year  that  we  have  administered 
this  test.  Records  are  kept  on  test  scores  and  the  students  are 
graded  on  their  progress.  The  boy  and  girl  who  show  the  most 
improvement  over  the  previous  year  are  given  awards  at  Honors 
Night.  This  year  the  awards  went  to  Sandra  Watts  and  Jackie 
Anderson.  Both  received  transistor  radios. 

In  the  A.A.U.  fitness  test  that  was  given  the  smaller  blind 
and  deaf  children,  the  majority  of  the  children  did  \vell  on  all 
of  their  events. 

A big  day  on  the  students’  schedule  is  the  annual  field  day. 
This  year  the  weather  cooperated  beautifully  and  field  days  for 
both  the  deaf  department  and  the  blind  department  went  off 
without  a hitch.  All  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  each  department 
really  put  forth  the  effort  while  competing  for  top  honors  in  the 
five  field  events.  The  outstanding  boy  and  girl  in  each  dej)art- 
ment  are  presented  awards  at  the  honors  night  program.  This 
year  the  awards,  which  were  handsome  plaques  were  presented 
to  Delores  Hall  and  Dean  Richbourg  in  the  deaf  department  and 
to  Ann  Hill  and  AVayne  Pittman  in  the  blind  department.  This 
was  the  third  year  in  succession  that  Ann  Plill  won  the  award 
in  the  girls’  blind  department. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  dual  and  team  sports  that  all  of 
the  advanced  deaf  boys  aiul  girls  played  such  as  volleyball,  bad- 
minton, horseshoe,  table  tennis,  there  came  this  year  another 
game  which  soon  became  the  favorite  of  the  boys,  d'his  game  is 
])addle  ball,  which  is  played  much  the  same  as  handball,  except 
that  the  ball  is  struck  with  a jiaddle  rather  than  the  hand.  Soon 
after  we  finished  our  handball  courts  and  introduced  handball 
and  paddle  ball  it  was  ajquirent  that  both  games  would  stimulate 
much  vigorous  activity  among  the  older  students. 

The  last  big  event  of  the  year  for  the  Physical  Education  De- 
partment was  the  annual  iMay  Day  Program.  Phyllis  Davis  of 
Anderson  and  Lanny  Garner  of  Lyman  were  crowned  Queen  and 
King  of  May.  Ihe  theme  of  the  })rogram  was  “American  Folk- 
lore.” It  centered  around  stories  of  folklore  characters  such  as 
I'^ncle  Sam,  Pecos  Bill,  I’aul  Bunyan,  Johnny  Appleseed,  Casey’s 
Mudville’s  mighty  ball  player  and  immortal  Daniel  Boone — 
and  how  with  the  stories  of  these  people  our  country  became  the 
great  country  it  is  today.

VOCATIONAL  REPORT 


During  the  year  the  Vocational  Department  has  made  an  effort 
to  bring  its  course  work  closer  in  line  with  the  needs  of  the  pres- 
ent day.  A review  of  our  overall  program  in  the  department  is 
underway  to  determine  what  changes  are  necessary  in  each  course 
of  study  and  also  what  changes  in  our  program  are  necessary  to 
better  fill  the  needs  of  our  students  when  they  leave  our  school 
and  seek  employment. 

I feel  the  faculty  members  in  this  department  have  made  a 
special  effort  this  year  to  help  each  individual  student  in  their 
classes. 

Our  honiemaking  classes  have  functioned  well.  A change  in  our 
class  schedule  for  blind  girls  proved  to  be  helpful  although  the 
time  allotted  for  blind  girls  is  still  inadequate.  The  fashion  show 
this  year  proved  to  be  highly  successful.  This  department  also 
made  mattress  ticking  for  the  blind  shop  classes  and  numerous 
costumes  used  in  the  May  Day  program.  The  girls  prepared  and 
served  refreshments  at  our  two  parent  teacher  organization  meet- 
ings in  an  admirable  manner. 

Our  printing  classes,  as  a part  of  their  vocational  training  pro- 
gram, provided  all  the  school  printing  requirements  and  printed 
the  school  newspaper,  THE  PALMETTO  LEAF,  and  the  an- 
nual. Our  work  in  offset  printing  made  a step  forward  when  for 
the  first  time  this  year  we  were  able  to  do  considerable  half-tone 
printing.  This  involved  processing  a photograph  by  completing 
all  the  necessary  operations  to  print  the  picture.  Nearly  all  the 
photographs  for  our  annual  were  printed  in  this  manner. 

Our  advanced  industrial  arts  program  for  deaf  boys  proved  to 
be  very  fruitful  this  year  with  the  power  mechanics  and  elec- 
tronics repair  courses  making  especially  good  progress.  I am  very 
enthusiastic  about  this  work  and  feel  we  should  definitely  con- 
.sider  expanding  this  program. 

The  blind  shop  classes  provided  the  school  with  brooms  and 
mattresses  this  year  in  addition  to  their  regular  program.  I feel 
the  general  shop  classes  need  to  be  upgraded  especially  for  the 
partial  seeing  students.  An  evaluation  is  being  made  of  this  pro- 
gram at  this  time. 

The  industrial  arts  program  at  Ballard  Hall  Avas  considerably 
upgraded  this  year  with  the  addition  of  a certified  industrial 
arts  teacher  in  that  class.  Next  year  we  are  introducing  leather

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work  and  mechanical  drawing  to  this  course  in  addition  to  the 
current  woodworking  phase. 

I feel  our  overall  vocational  program  has  functioned  well  this 
year,  but  with  a need  for  improvement  in  several  areas. 

Several  trips  to  institutions  of  higher  learning  were  made  this 
year  to  accompany  students  who  showed  an  interest  in  the  various 
available  programs.  Increased  emphasis  has  been  made  in  estab- 
lishing a better  follow-up  i)rogram  for  students  who  plan  to 
further  their  education  as  well  as  those  who  plan  to  enter  work 
upon  graduation. 

I am  proud  of  our  eight  seniors  this  year,  each  of  whom  re- 
ceived a vocational  certificate  in  two  areas. 

Charles  Henderson,  a senior  among  this  group,  passed  all  the 
requirements  and  was  accepted  to  enter  the  Spartanburg  County 
Technical  Education  Center.

We  continually  strive  to  upgrade  our  kitchens,  to  comply  with 
all  health  regulations  and  we  have  always  operated  under  grade 
A certificates  in  all  five  of  our  kitchens.
